The j^iiivo iitid moniuiiLuiio iiUi.sfcioQs 
that now iigitiuo tlio iiciyhboring I'o- 
public and liiriiish llio priiicipal topics 
for debate in tho balla of Congress, are 
not only important in thoir relation to 
tho oxibtin^^ AdminiBtrntion, but aluo 
iu tho iiiduenco they may oxart upon 
all future AdininisLra' ions. We have 
already aliown the efl'oct that tho iin- 
peacbmontol tho Prusidont is likoly 
to have upon tho entire country, and 
tho imminent danger in whieli the 
States stand of falliug into a condition 
i " of diHordorund anarohy us the natural 
fruitd ot a struggle bolwoou tho Ad- 
ministration and tho people. Tlio lull 
oleotions resulted unfavorably for -M_r 
Johnson's policy; but it uuat bo re-- 
mombered that Mr Linoola was only 
©looted In 1861 by— what billiaid- 
playors term a lucky 8Coro—u 
"scratch." There wore in tho field 
tbroo candidates for tho Presidency, 
and as Sir Lincoln received the bigbogt 
number of votes deposited for any one 
candidate be was declared duly elected. 
Had there boon but one Demoorulie 
candidate opposed to bis return, 
Lincoln might never have emerged 
from comparative obsoarity to occupy 
tho Presidential choir, to bring on a 
bloody war, and go down to the tonih 
with tho bullet of an aesassin throuyb 
Jiia brain. All tho Democrats at tl.uu 
election required was to unite on one 
man, and liis return would have been 
certain. Lincoln went into ollico as 
tho choico of 11 minority, and with a 
majority in Congress o])poHcd to his 
policy, ilad he, therefore, committed 
tho first overt act against tho South, 
he would have found himself thwarted 
at every turn, if not hurled from hi.s 
po.siiion. Tho Southornore, however 
took the ioitiaii^o in tho struggle. 
They struok at tho GoverDmont— a 
Govern tuont dostituto of soldiers, arms, 
ships or money. Had the South de- 
pended upon legislation' to overcome 
Mr Lincoln, their success would havo 
boon easy and certain. Tho Executive 
could have moyed neither hand nor 
foot without the consent. of Ooogross. 
Sut the rash declaration of war roused 
the whole IC'orth to the support of the 
Government. Party linos wore 
obliterated; tho North saw that it 
was not Mr Lincoln's existence, hut 
the life of Ihe nat'on tluit was ats 
tempted : iind whoii they pro. 
cipitalcd their legions upon tho South 
it was not in defence of Mr Liucolij, 
but in support of a Government rd 
which ilr Lincoln was merely tho em- 
bodiment. Tiio world is well aware 
how tljat Goviu'nmont triumphed over 
its enemies. Tho argunicnl, ihereforo, 
that because tho elections have re- 
sulted disastrously lor tba President, 
ho is bound to go to tho wall in 
tho event of an attempt to unseat liim, 
does not carry weight. Wo havo scon 
how Mr Lincoln, when really in the 
minority, was supported and sustained 
by the majority — not becao'se thoy be- 
lieved bim to bo right, but because iu 
was President and what valid reason 
is there for supposing that any at- 
tempt to unseat Mr Johnson by Cons 
gross, on partisan grounds, will meet 
with support from the masses of tho 
American people ? It is quite ovidoni 
that the President will not resign the 
reins of Government without a -strug- 
gle; tho best proof of this lies in 
tho fact that wherever there is found 
a Federal oflicer Icnown to lus luu 
friendly to tho Administration, his 
oilicial ii'>ad i-j immediately cut oil 
and a staunch JuhiiHon man lakes hi^ 
])lacn. From every quarter of the 
Is'oi lh tho cry ascends that " croud 
union men " (as the Jvadiu.ils term 
tlioinsulvos) are being removed fruin 
ollico to make room for men who en- 
joy tho confidence of tho Adminiaira- 
tion. On tlie Pacific coast tho same 
complaint is lioard. In Culiforniiv the 
removal and appointment of Federal 
officers go on daily. And even in tho 
adjacent territory of Washington wo 
find a liadical removed from the office 
of Governor and a 80>called Copper^ 
head put in his place. Nor are tbeso 
changes confined to tho principal ofs 
fioes in the gift of the Administration. 
As there is no position too high for 
aspiring ambition to. covet, there is 
none so low fcbat somo one cannot he 
found to fill it. Every ofHco. from 
J that of .Governor of a territory down 
to lidowaitor at a cuBtom-houso, re- 
Ci'ivoH tho alien lion of the .M.xucu- 
tive; llio j)i)liti(;s of Ibo holder aru 
, reviewed, and if doomed Hus])icioUM, 
room is at once made foi- one of many 
eager ai)plicants for tho |ti>-ji!ion. Tlio 
reason for these cliangi-s is (juito ap- 
parent ; flic I're.sident is preparing for 
tho gatliei'iii; ori.'i. lie is loo 
shrewd a politiciaei not to know that 
when the storm breaks 'ho mu.st have 
only Iriiiil luuu about *him — that if ho 
would osoapp bel^l^jjfpver^^^ 
must plaoo hk'^fiw^mpnda' in'.'jj^i&p&s , 



whoro thoy can cmiiloy tho armies, the 
nnvios, and tho oxchoquer.'bf the na- 
tion in his dcforico. 

Eut it is not alone at the President 
that the shafts of Congress aro direct* 
od. T'ho Supremo Court, tho judges 
of which aro ajipointed for life, has 
recently decided that tho Civil flights 
and tho Froodmon's Bureau Bills aro 
unconfltilutional, Thoy iiavo oven de- 
cided that no civilian can bo tried by 
a Military Commibsion, and that, 
therefore, tho execution, .of Mrs. Sur- 
ratt and others for the assassination 
of Mr Lincoln was illegal; it is 
added, that the abolition oj^^slavery 
was apbomplished in /an; -entirely ab- 
constitutional manner, and that tho 
negroes are as ' muo^hHlavos as thoy 
were before the rebellion. These' de-< 
cisions, be it known, ju^^-^^de by a 
Court the majority of whose mem- 
bers aro opposed to' -the'/polidy of tho 
L'residontj yot a popsoiootious regard 
for Lhoir duty oompel^ thorn to deoido, 
in opposition to their -own'Sontiments, 
that tho Prosidont:i^ jrigjxt.apd Con> 
gross wrong. Tho Court is thus plac 
ctl in a position antagonistio to Con- 
gross, and how does the latter body 
propose to extricate itself from its 
diflieullies ? It does not propose to 
revise and render constitutional the 
arcoiistitutional enactmonts, so that, 
although they cannot restore the lives 
of thoso who havo illegally been put 
to death, they may prevent others 
from sharing a liko fato, o.KCipt under 
duo color of tho latv. But it seeks 
to convert the Supremo Court iuto a 
political machine, tho decisions of 
which shall bocoutrollod by politicians 
and shaped according to the will of 
the party in power. Tho blind god- 
doss will have to vacate tho pedestal 
upon which she stands in tho United 
States Supreme Ooart-rqom, ,and tho 
demon of corruption will r\ilf> in her 
stead. Politicians of " low degree " 
will occupy tho bench from which the 
greatest legal minds of the Bopublio 
havo dispensed justice for the best 
part of a century, and the ermine of 
tho only non-eleotiva body in tlm 
States will be stained in the " filthy 
pool of politics." Tho impoachmout 
of tho President would bo bad enough; 
but tho sacrifice of an honest judiciaiy 
to parlj- spirit would bo one of tho 
most destructive blows to the liberties 
of a nation that has boon dealt since 
the bloody days of the Prenoh Direc- 
tory.

Kd. Honolulu Herald; — Wo liave jusi 
terminated one of those tediou.s and perplex- 
ing voyngea that not unfrff|iieiiily occur he- 
tween Ihis and the Calili.rnia and Upper 
Coliniibia coast,'). I ernhiirliid on bo:ir<l the 
vessel on ihe 18'.b of Uuiober, a-id mi ihe 
following morning w? set soil and moored 
out of the harbor. Wo passed ihrougli the 
Straits without any trouble, and w re oil 
Lape Flattery by noon of the,20ih,and froM 
that time until llio 7ih ol "Nov,, being ID dajs 
out, we had only trot as far as itic laliiudu of 
San Friinci.'^eo. Wu exiierienced eonlinnal 
giles, (.quails and heavy seas ; some ol the 
gales were terrific, and had it not been for 
the con.slunt and vlj^ilnnt exertion and care 
of the captain, I think we would have been 
unpsized. This was succeeded by three days' 
lair wind, which carried us below latitude 
30, there wc bad firot ii j^ale and then a calm, 
then the wind from the S, .S. W,, las'.iiig 12 
or 14 days, during which lime wo only inadu 
a little over 200 miles on our cour,se. Since 
then wu had iho wind dead ahead, with oe- 
casioual calms and two more days of fair 
wind, uniil we have at last beat and battered 
our way into port. Having nothing in view 
but the improvement of my heallh, tho voy- 
age has not been parlieulnrly annoying to 
iDO, as tho aeconimipiiivlioiid lor the inner and 
outer man on board were excellent, and my 
health gradually improving everyday, Tho 
vessel io the heaviest sens rarely tibipped 
water, and rode the waves with easu and 
prace. I wish to express my thanks to Capt.

The BniDGE oi" Ro.nda — Ovor the river 
Guadiaro, iu Spam, and near the city ol 
Seville, there are two very remarkable bridires 
The city is placed on a rock, wiih c]iil's, 
either pcrpendienlar and abiupt toward the 
river or with broken crags. These jutting 
prom nence,f, Invii.g a liille soil, liuve been 
planii'd v/illi orange and fig trees, A fissure 
in the rock of great depth surrounds the city 
on three sjides, and at tho bttlom of tho fis- 
sure Iho river ru.^bcs along with iinpotu us 
rapidity. Two bridges are conttrueied over 
the (i.st-ure ; Ihu first is a singli; i,|cli, resling 
on ihu rocks ou two nide.s ; iho hei;^ht from 
the water is 120 feet. The rivet descends 
from this to tbe second bridge, whilst tbe 
rocks on each side as rapidly increacos in 
height; so that from this eeoond bridge to 
tho water thiTi! is the astonishing height ol 
heithl of 280 feet, Tlie mode ot construct- 
ing this bridge id no Ioj.s riirpiisiig than thu 
.sitimtii.n in wh eh it i,- placed ami its nxtra- 
ordioary cicvaiion. It is a single arch cf 110 
feet io diameter ; it is supported by sulid 
pillars of masonry, built from the bottom o* 
the river, ahoot 15 feet in thickniss, u hioh 
are fixed into ihi) solid rock on both sides, 
and i.-n which tho ced-i of tho arch rest; other 
pillinni are built to support theau principal 
ones, which ate connected with them by other 
small orches. 

'It is impossible,' says a late traveller, 'to 
convoy an adequate idea of this bridge. 
Frnni below it .ippears siispendeil in tli.- air, 
iind when opoi; the btidLie, the river licMieilh 
appfius 11(1 li.i.gi.r a tnigiity iiurenl, Ijot ro- 
oonihliisa rippling brook. When standing 
upon ihc bridge llie (>plieal ilolnsion is very 
singular ; Ihe lorieiit of wa'er appears to run 
up a hill toward tho the bridge, and tbo 
Baine phenomenon takea place when viewed 
in Miollier d reciion.'

'I'he lamp is iniondod to 
he of iiniisual app'-arii mil', ami to givo very 
brilliant light. 'i'lin incclnuiisin ol tljo pro- 
tector is Hlniii;;, bin even a lilnw on tliii lop 
ol tin!

Thu same result would 
bo eileoted by any tampering with {the |loor 
or tho pipes, in largo cities, whore safes ate 
numerous within small areas, it is conlern- 
pluled to employ a nptcial walchiiiiui, who 
would, of course, iiumudiuteiy duteot the 
abBBnoe of the external sigoal.
